President Spiro T. Agnew said 
today the United States will not 
•'draw down" forces in South 
Vietnam to the point where at: 
attack by North Vietnam could 
be militarily successful. 
But A g n e w said the Nixon 
administration was in a “ very 
vulnerable situation 
with re­ 
spect to American public opin­ 
ion because an attack by the 
North 
Vietnamese—regardless 
of the casualties suffered by the 
Communists —would be char­ 
acterized as a failure of the 
Vietnamization program. 
Agnew also assured Asian al­ 
lies that the United States plans 
to remain a “ Pacific power." 
He said they may have been 
alarmed by “ isolationist" state­ 
ments of some congressional 
leaders. 
“ There are fears that arise 
from our Asian friends that we 
are, in fact, leaving the Pacific 
in a rather subtle way and per­ 
haps that we are not r e a 11 y 
interested 
in 
maintaing 
an 
American presence, 
he said. 
“ One of my purposes is to as­ 
sure the representatives of the 
countries that 1 visit that the 
United States will remain a Pa­ 
cific power. We have no choice 
in the matter." 


At a news conference, Agnew 
said he would not speculate on 
the possibility of an attack by 
North Vietnam but added that 
American 
military 
personnel 
consider it likely and to be ex­ 
pected that the North Vietnam­ 
ese might launch a high risk, 
high casualty pinpoint attack 
when the American forces are 
sufficiently diminished. 
“ The point is that it won't be 
successful in our judgment be­ 
cause we're not going to draw 
down to the point where it could 
be successful." Agnew said. 
He said success in a military 
sense “ is a lot difieiv/it from a 
public relations coup which is

Admiral 
Thomas 
Hart Dies 


WASHINGTON (UPD-Adm. 
Thomas C. Hart, whose actions 
may have averted the loss of 
the U.S. Asiatic Fleet when 
Pearl Harbor was attacked, 
will be buried with full military 
honors at Arlington National 
Cemetery Thursday. 
Hart, who also served a two- 
year interim term as an inde- 
p e n d e n t U.S. senator from 
Connecticut, died Sunday at his 
retirement home in Sharon, 
Conn. The four-star admiral 
was 94. 
Funeral 
services 
will 
be 
Wednesday in Sharon. 
Hart was commander in chief 
( f the aging Asiatic Fleet at the 
outbreak of World War II. 
‘ ‘ A l l my ships were old 
enough to vote,” he recalled 
later. 


IN MANILA 


On Dec. 7, 1941, Hart was 
stationed in Manila. Working 
only from sketchy radio reports 
of the Pearl Harbor disaster, he 
ordered Navy ships in the Phil­ 
ippines, as well as 40 merchant 
vessels 
anchored 
in 
Manila 
Bay, to put to sea to avert a 
similar air attack. The move 
may have saved as much as 
200.000 tons of shipping for the 
allied cause. 
Born in Davidson, Mwch., 
June 12, 1877, Hart graduated 
from the U. S. Naval Academy 
in 1 8 9 7 . His first duty was 
aboard a yacht in the Spanish 
American War (“ The last gen­ 
tlemen’s 
war ever fought” ) 
where he relayed messages to 
Gen. Theodore Roosevelt. 
After three years duty aboard 
the USS Hartford; a square- 
rigged sailing ship, and mar­ 
riage to Caroline Brownson, 
daughter of a Navy admiral, 
Hart took command of U.S. 
submarines in Ireland and the 
Azores at the start of World 
War I.

Between the wars, he taught 
at the U.S. Naval Academy and 
started a department of eco­ 
nomics. 
After the fall of the Philip­ 
pines. Hart held control of the 
allied naval forces until 9142. 
Then, because of “ ill health/’ 
he turned over command to the 
Dutch admiral, Hefrich. 
“ All my bad health was diplo­ 
matic,” he recalled later. “ It 
seems 
that 
Roosevelt 
and 
Churchill in telephone conver­ 
sations felt that as much as the 
forces were now in Dutch terri­ 
tory (Java) it would be expedi­ 
ent to a l i o w them to take 
command.” 
He finished the war in Wash­ 
ington, and, in February, 1945, 
was appointed successor to Sen. 
Francis Maloney, who died in 
office. Hart sat on the republi­ 
can side of the aisle, cast hi.s 
first vote with the Democrats, 
and called himself an independ­ 
ent. He refused to run for a 
second term. 
He r e t i r e d to Sharon but 
worked actively with conserva­ 
tionists to help reforest the 
Berkshire Mountains. 
He is survived by his wife, 
Caroline: a son, Roswell, of 
Sharon; and three daughters, 
Mrs. Dana Bergh. Rochester, 
N. Y.; Mrs. Isabella Baldwin, 
Taconic. Conn.. and Mrs. Fran­ 
cis By Sayre Jr., of Washing­ 
ton, D. C. 


Recruits Claim 
Training Abuse 


PARRIS ISLAND. S.C. (UPI) 
—Thirty-nine recruits, Marines 
for less than a week, were hos­ 
pitalized at this training center 
today 
after 
allegedly 
being 
forced to do push-ups and other 
exercises for three to six times 
longer than regulations permit. 
The recruits are suffering 
from renal tract (kidney) illness 
said to be caused by the heavy 
exercise. They were reported in 
good condition. 
Capt. M. R. Arnold, public 
affairs officer, said three drill 
instructors have been trans­ 
ferred to nonrecruit training 
duties pending an investigation 
into the incident. Names of the 
instructors were not released. 
The 
investigation 
will 
at­ 
tempt to determine if there was 
any violation of recruit training 
procedures, many of them for­ 
mulated 
after Sgt. 
Matthew 
McKeon marched a training 
platoon into a swamp here in 
1956. Six privates drowned dur­ 
ing that march. 
Arnold said the investigation 
will center on the length of time 
the recruits were forced to ex­ 
ercise. 


The recruits said the sessions 
lasted from 15-30 minutes each 
and there were five or six of 
them during a 36-hour period 
before the men were admitted 
to the hospital Saturday. 


Under Marine regulations, ex­ 
ercise periods for recruits in 
the first two weeks of training 
are limited to five minutes per 
hour with a 30 s e c o n d rest 
break midway through the peri­ 
od. 
“ The estimate of the recruits 
varies,” Arnold said. “ Some 
claim they had to do push-ups 
and the others exercises for 
about 15 minutes while others 
say as high as 30 minutes—we 
are now trying to find out how 
long they did do them.” 
Arnold s t r e s s e d that the 
transfer of the instructors was 
not a disciolinarv action. 
"If the investigation shows 
that disciplinary action is war­ 
ranted. then of course it will be 
made.” he explained. 
Arnold said drill instructors* 
are required to follow a careful­ 
ly designed course of physical 
training for the recruits.

Soviet Eye Surgeon 
Restores Man's Sight 


MOSCOW (UPI) - A Soviet 
eye surgeon restored the sight 
of a man wh o s e eyes were 
burned by chemicals by fabri­ 
cating a new right eye for him 
from the rear half of his left 
eye, the Tass news agency said 
today. 
Tass said Moscow surgeon 
Mikhail Krasnov performed the 
delicate and complicated opera­ 
tion with the aid of computers 
and special machines for mak­ 
ing minute stitches in eye tis­ 
sue. 
The patient was an unidenti­ 
fied man who, three years ago, 
lost sight in both eyes because 
of chemical burns which de­ 
stroyed the front chambers of 
both eyes. Corneal transplants 
were ruled out because the cor­ 
roded tissue would not accept 
the new cornea. 
Krasnov, Tass aid, then de­ 
cided to use the undamaged 
rear chamber of the left eye to 
graft onto the rear chamber of 
the right eye. 
An artificial lens was insert­ 
ed in the tissue before it was 
grafted on to the right eye, and 
the stitches were allowed to 
heal. There was no pupil in the 
new eye. however, and two 
months after the first operation 
Krasnov cut a small hole in the 
grafted tissue to make a pupil. 
“ It took only two minutes to 
cut a window in the transplant­ 
ed tissue and the world of color 
and light returned to the man,” 
Tass said.

Air Hijack 


Sets Record: 


7,500 Miles 


BUENOS AIRES (UPD-The 
longest airline piracy in history 
ended q u i e t l y Sunday with 
hijacker, Robert Lee Jackson of 
Alcoa, Tenn., flashing a peace 
sign as he stepped from the 
Braniff Boeing 707 that he had 
forced to fly 7,500 miles from 
Texas to Argentina. 
Jackson’s surrender to feder­ 
al police surrounding the plane 
at Ezeiza International Airport 
came after a tense, 20-hour con­ 
frontation during which Argen­ 
tine o f f i c i a l s stalled his 
demands to be flown to Algeria. 
The $100,000 ransom, extracted 
for the release of 100 passen­ 
gers in Monterey, Mexico, was 
recovered. 
The United States has asked 
for extradition but the Argen­ 
tine government has not public­ 
ly replied and has filed its own 
charges of air piracy, depriva­ 
tion of liberty and threatening 
life against the bearded U.S. 
Navy veteran and his Guatema­ 
lan girl friend. Ligia Lucrecia 
Sanchez. 
Mexico also announced 
it 
would seek extradition of the 
two, since they forced the plane 
to make an unscheduled stop at 
Monterrey Friday where they 
released the 100 passengers in 
exchange for $100,000 ransom 
from Braniff and continued on 
with just the six crew members 
aboard. 
The two seized the plane at 
pistol point over San Antonio, 
Tex., Friday on a flight from 
Acapulco to New York and di­ 
verted it to Monterrey for re­ 
fueling and then to Lima, Peru, 
where a volunteer crew ■ was 
allowed to relieve the original 
crew. From Lima, they flew to 
Rio de Janeiro and then to Bue­ 
nos Aires. 
Argentine President Alejan­ 
dro Lanusse refused to allow 
the plane to depart for Algeria 
and John J. Wachter. legal ad- 
viser to the U.S. embassy, 
boarded the plane and talked 
Jackson 
into 
surrendering. 
Jackson had allowed the crew 
members to leave earlier and 
Miss Sanchez also had gotten 
off the plane. 
Stewardesses and crew mem­ 
bers said Jackson’s manner 
was 
alternately 
kind 
and 
threatening during the 44-hour 
ordeal. They said he talked fre­ 
quently about his three chil­ 
dren, who are in custody of his 
ex-wife in Tennessee. At one 
point he demanded that the 
children be flown to Buenos 
Aires, and once he threatened 
to blow up the plane. 
“ He told me he would buy me 
an Arabian horse when this was 
all over,” stewardess Margaret 
Harris, a member of the origi­ 
nal crew, told a news confer­ 
ence in Dallas. She said he also 
told her: “ I hate the United 
States and policemen." 


AG NEW 
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Vietnam’s new peace proposal, 
but said he did not have enough

At an airborne news confer­ 
ence while flying to Singapore, 
he also said he did not have any

Nixon At

W O RTH SA Y IN G A G A IN 


Th e p u blication of th e Pentagon p ap ers 
stirred memories of moments of inep t 
and u ninsp ired leadersh ip in th e liv es of 
th e last fou r p residents of th e United 
States. It is too early to determine th e 
su ccess or failu re of President Nix on's 
p olicies to end th e no-win, non-war deba­ 
cle in Viet Nam and to solv e th e p erp lex ­ 
ing p roblems raging on th e domestic 
front. 
President Tru man inau gu rated th e no- 
win p olicy of war by th e way h e condu ct­ 
ed th e conflict in Korea. He su ccu mbed 
to th e h eat of intellectu al liberalism by 
firing and h u miliating th e greatest gener­ 
al in th e h istory of th e United States. At 
th at moment we began to descend from 
th e p innacle of world leadersh ip . 
President Eisenh ower went to th e brink 
and backed away . He failed to recognize 
th at in a world of great inequ ities war 
was still an instru ment of foreign p olicy 
in th e h ands of th e many and wh en faced 
with th e aggressor, a defensiv e war was 
a ju st war. He closed h is ears to th e 
screams of th e Hu ngarian freedom figh t­ 
ers as th ey were being cru sh ed by th e 
tanks of th e Commu nist inv aders.

President Kennedy nev er learned th at 
th e basic p u rp ose of American foreign 
p olicy was to p r ot e c t and defend th e 
territorial integrity of th e United States. 
His bu ngling of th e Bay of Pigs fiasco 
enabled ou r Commu nist enemies to es­ 
tablish a foot h old less th an th irty miles 
from ou r sh ores on th e island of Cu ba. 
President Joh nson nev er u nderstood 
th at h onesty and integrity are th e corner­ 
stones of effectiv e leadersh ip . Wh ile 
wearing th e cloak of p eace h e contami­ 
nated h is p olitical op p onent with th e 
stench of war and nu clear conflagration. 
Immediately after re-election h e escalat­ 
ed th e Viet Nam p olice action into a 
major battle with ou t th e basic h onesty to 
issu e a formal declaration of war. 
President Nix on h as ap p rox imately one 
y ear to end th e war in Viet Nam and to 
insp ire th e y ou th of America with th e 
sp irit and meaning of ou r American h eri­ 
tage. If h e fails h e will be r e c or d e d 
forev er in th e annals of h istory as th e 
p resident wh o p resided ov er th e demise 
of th e American dream.

Warden Explains 
Chaplain's Retiring 


On Friday , Ju ne 25, 1971, an article 
ap p eared 
in th e 
Indep endent-Jou rnal 
wh ich imp lied th at I h ad forced one ou r 
Protestant ch ap lains into an early retire­ 
ment. At no time did th e rep orter doing 
th e article ch eck with me to ascertain 
wh eth er or not th is was tru e. Since th ere 
was an imp lication th at I was attemp ting 
to p ersonally direct th e religiou s p ro­ 
gram at San Qu entin, I offer th e follow­ 
ing to set th e record straigh t: 
Wh en I came to San Qu entin in 1967, I 
inqu ired of all staff members wh o were 
not first-line emp loy ees and wh o were 50 
y ears of age or older, wh at th eir retire­ 
ment p lans were. At th at time Mr. Esh el- 
man informed me th at h e p lanned to 
retire on Ju ly 1, 1971, at th e age of 55. 
Th is was h is idea, not mine, and long 
before th ere was any discu ssion as to th e 
direction taken by th e religiou s p rogram. 


It is tru e we differed in ou r p h iloso­ 
p h ies. Many members of my staff differ 
with me re. cap ital p u nish ment, inclu d­ 
ing my immediate assistant. J. W. L. 
Park. I believ e a div ersity of beliefs to be 
a necessary one. Becau se of Ch ap lain 
Esh elman’s u se of th e p aid lectu re p lat­ 
form to ex p ou nd h is strong v iew against 
ex ecu tions, I did su ggest to h im th at 
p ossibly a transfer to anoth er institu tion, 
wh ere h e wou ld not be su bject to being a 
p aid p articip ant in th ese fu nctions, wou ld 
be in order. He asked to remain at San 
Qu entin, and h e did. 


Wh ile Ch ap lain Esh elman and I h av e 
differed on th e fu ndamentals of th e reli­ 
giou s p rogram, I am su re we sh ared one 
common goal - th at of attemp ting to dc 
th e most for th e inmates confined at San 
Qu entin.

WASHINGTON — Two h u ndred y ears 
ago th is week, th ere was no national 
h oliday . Th ere was no nation, not qu ite, 
alth ou gh th ere was enou gh national feel­ 
ing already to make th e king and h is red- 
coated su rrogates nerv ou s. 
Th ere h ad been no Declaration of Inde­ 
p endence to make Ju ly 4 significant, bu t 
in Boston th ere h ad been an ex p losion of 
gu nfire th e y ear before wh en a British 
soldier was tau nted by some rou gh necks 
among th e citizenry . Th e anniv ersary of 
th at Bloody Massacre, March 5, was 
celebrated by th e Sons of Liberty , and 
Pau l Rev ere p laced relics of th e ou tbu rst 
in h is sh op window to rile-u p h is fellow- 
Bostonians each sp ring. 
SO UNTIL JULY 4 came along, March 
5 was made to do. Bu t it came along fast, 
p rov oked by incidents like th e Massacre 
and p olicies like th e Stamp Act — no one 
of th em seeming in retrosp ect enou gh to 
set broth er against broth er and colony 
against moth erland, bu t togeth er combin­ 
ing with an aggressiv e self-assertion th at 
makes u s th ink now h ow rev olu tion was 
inev itable. 
Th at abou t th e p ast is argu able. Bu t to 
look ah ead, th ere is no argu ment th at 
Ju ly 4, 1976, is ru sh ing u p on u s, and it is 
th e only su ch rou nd-figu red anniv ersary 
of ou r national birth most of are likely to 
see. We will be foolish to celebrate it in 
ju st a s u p e r - or g y of fireworks and 
sp eech es, and th en bu ry its memory in a 
mou ntain of nonbiodegradable p lastic 
Uncle Sam h ats and oth er discarded sou ­ 
v enirs. 
THERE ARE VAST good intentions 
abou t it. Mr. Nix on is on to th e righ t 
sp irit wh en h e talks abou t looking for­ 
ward instead of back. Of cou rse th at is 
th e obv iou s th eme of any h igh -sch ool 
bicentennial 
sp eech maker. 
In 
detail, 
many recommendations to h im concen­ 
trated on u rban imp rov ement, sp ecifical­ 
ly th e radical reclamation of Wash ington 
as an ex amp le for oth er cities across th e 
continent. And city bu ilding is th e most 
u rgent, th u s ap p rop riate, way to transfer 
self-congratu latory 
sp eech making into 
concrete form. Bu t wh at form of con­ 
crete, wh at kind of ex amp le? 
For th e 181 y ears since Pierre L’Enfant 
was commissioned to design th is cap ital 
city , h is basic blu ep rint and th e su p p le­ 
mentary laws th at keep its p u blic bu ild­ 
ing and 
m onu m e nt s from being 
ov erwh elmed by th e cap rice of p riv ate 
enterp rise h av e been more or less p re­ 
serv ed. Desp ite an ep idemic of glass-box 
constru ction in one direction, an eru p tion 
of semi-sky scrap ers across th e riv er, th e

fires th at swep t th e inner city du ring th e 
1968 riots, and th e neglect by slu m lan­ 
dlords in great crescents of th e city , th e 
essence of monu mental Wash ington re­ 
mains. 
HOWEVER, THINGS already afoot 
menace th at beau ty . No sooner is one 
t h r e a t to th e Mall beaten back th an 
grou nd is broken for a scu lp tu re mu seu m 
on its oth er flank. In Georgetown and on 
Cap itol Hill, th e u niv ersity and th e Con­ 
gress are ready to tear down more blocks 
of meticu lou sly -kep t old h omes for fu r­ 
th er ex p ansion. Th ere is u nremitting 
p ressu re from real-estate interests for 
remov al of th e 
bu ilding-h eigh t limit 
wh ich for all th ese y ears h as balanced 
p u blic and p riv ate Wash ington in some 
p ersp ectiv e. If th ose interests h ad th eir 
way , all of downtown wou ld become 
sh iny , noise-reflecting towers, and we 
wou ld wonder wh ere Wash ington ev er 
went. 
Th is is not a p aroch ial comp laint, for 
th e same p ressu res are ex erted in all ou r 
cities. Th ey h av e tu rned Manh atten into 
a nigh tmare, marred th e p eninsu lar sky ­ 
line of San Francisco and made most 
p u blic-h ou sing p rojects across th e cou n­ 
try into su ch imp ersonal, mass-p rodu ced 
h u tch es th at it is no wonder th eir tenants 
h av e little p ride in keep ing th em h abita­ 
ble. 
DESIGNERS HAVE DONE th eir best 
to wip e ou t any lingering sense of wh o 
and wh ere we Americans are. Th ere is 
p reciou s little feeling of neigh borh ood left 
in ou r cities, u nless y ou cou nt a gh etto. 
Su re, th e rich can afford to p reserv e 
th eir old h omes and commission new 
ones with some feeling for tradition. Bu t 
most of u s in th e u rban millions feel 
more and more condemned to an env iron­ 
ment as indiv idu al and reassu ring as a 
stainless maze. 
Wh at th e President and th e p lanners 
can do, th en, as th is bicentennial observ ­ 
ance begins, is to remember wh at it is 
we are observ ing. Ev en mu nicip al-zoning 
commissions, bey ond th e official bicen­ 
tennial bodies, h av e th e op p ortu nity now 
to h elp mold su rrou ndings th at recogniza­ 
bly stand for someth ing American be­ 
sides money . Wh erev er p ossible, we 
sh ou ld commence to renov ate instead of 
demolish , and to bu ild some of ou r p ast 
into wh at h as to be made anew. 
We will h av e left ou r ch ildren an identi­ 
ty th at means someth ing if Sam Adams, 
Pau l Rev ere or some oth er Sons of Liber­ 
ty drift ov erh ead in fu tu re decades and 
see th is America as a p lace th ey once 
were p art of, instead of a rackety , fad­ 
dish ju mble th ey cannot recognize.

WASHINGTON tUPI) —A few 
Democratic senators are begin­ 
ning to seriously consider dis­ 
mantling the Food and Drug 
Administration, and some FDA 
officials consider it a pretty 
good idea. 
Sen. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, 
chairman of the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee's consumer 
subcommittee, has voiced the 
notion twice in recent speeches. 
Sen. Warren G. Magnuson, 
DWash., Commerce Committee 
chairman, mentioned it private­ 
ly 
to 
FDA 
commissioner 
Charles C. Edwards this month. 
Moss and Magnuson are not 
out 
to eliminate the 
FDA's 
functions, or to punish Ed­ 
wards. Rather, they consider 
the old agency unable to catch 
up with the consumer move­ 
ment because of budgetary, bu- 
r e a u c r a t i c and political 
shortcomings. 


MOREOVER. 
THE 
two 
Democrats see an opportunity 
to expand the Consumer Prod­ 
uct Safety Agency that they 
have already proposed into a 
super department incorporating 
the functions of the FDA, the 
Agriculture Department's meat 
inspection programs and the 
flammable fabrics controls now 
vested in the Commerce De­ 
partment. 
To Magnuson and Moss, the 
lure is partly the prospect of a 
spot in history for founding a 
huge 
government 
consumer 
protection agency. With wistful 
references to the Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency, they also 
hope to impart the zest which 
seems peculiar to new govern­ 
ment agencies with a popular 
mission. 


PRIV A TELY. SOME FI)A of­ 
ficials see in this plan their 
long-sought goal of independ­ 
ence. The FDA is now under 
the Department of Health. Edu- 


cation and Welfare, which often 
takes months to approve new 
FDA policies and regulations. 
There are some indications that 
H EW ’s supervisory role is polit­ 
ical as well as administrative. 
Like Magnuson and Moss, the 
FDA officials also see in the 
plan an opportunity to sweep 1 
out cobwebs, both in procedures 
and personnel. 
THE FDA DATES hack to 
1907, when the original Pure 
Food and Drug Act went into 
effect. During the past 10 years, 
Congress has loaded the agency 
with new chores including regu­ 
lation of toy safety and child­ 
proof tops for h a i a r d o u s 
household products. 
Meantime, the FDA's tradi­ 
tional responsibilities for food 
and drug safety have become 
immensely more complex be­ 
cause of rapid technological 
change. 
A D I) E I) TO THIS are the 
pressures 
of 
the 
consumer 
movement, 
bewildering 
to 
many veteran FDA staffers. 
Congress 
has 
compounded 
these problems by failing to 
provide FDA with enough addi­ 
tional money. 
According to some critics in­ 
cluding Magonuson and Moss, 
the resulting difficulties are too 
big for Edwards or anyone else 
to handle without starting af­ 
resh.

The proposal aim s at stoppin g tru ckin g 
firm s from deceiv in g people in to believ in g 
that reserv in g places in mov in g v an s for 
ordin ary serv ice requ ires an ex tra pay m en t 
abov e reg u lar rates. The com- ____________ 
mission has fou n d this dev ice 
bein g u sed to ex tract ex tra fees 
from u n su spectin g cu stom ers. 
In recen t y ears, the com m is­ 
sion has beg u n to n arrow the 
wide 
g ap 
between 
cu stom er 
rig hts an d the freedom of tru ck ­ 
in g firm s to pu rsu e their own 
in terests. Bu t it has made most 
of its chan g es behin d closed 
doors an d often with more con ­ 
cern for tru ck ers' in terests than 
con su m er in terests. 
ITS MOST recen t proposal, 
althou g h well in ten tion ed. ty pi­ 
fies the qu iet way in which the 
commission operates in m atters 
of con siderable pu blic in terest. 
(It is estim ated that an av erag e 
of 40 million Am erican s chan g e 
addresses each y ear.) 
An an n ou n cem en t of the pro­ 
posal was prin ted in the F eder­ 
al R e g i s t e r (Ju n e 17), an d 
copies were ordered sen t to 
each state g ov ern or an d pu blic 
u tility commission . This is the 
com mission 's method of n otify ­ 
in g what it calls ’’the g en eral 
pu blic.” 
As in the case of some pre­ 
v iou s m atters in this field, n o 
press release was issu ed al­ 
thou g h copies of the n otice were 
made 
av ailable 
to reporters 
who reg u larly check in to the 
press office or read the Reg is­ 
ter. 
The n otice requ ires that an y 
person who wan ts to m ake a I 
statem en t reg ardin g the m atter 
su bm it an orig in al an d on e 
copy to the ICC Secretary on or 
before Ju ly 21.

dletown. 
"They had no concern for 
jazz, no concern for the festi­ 
val." 
"Every kid I spoke to was 
stoned out of his h e a d . " he 
said. 
The youths broke through se­ 
curity fences surrounding the 
festival area where an estimat­ 
ed 20,000 persons were watch­ 
ing singer 
Dionne 
Warwick 
wind up her act and stormed 
the stage. 
Police with riot sticks and 
tear gas cleared the area. Thir­ 
ty-five persons were arrested 
and 47 injured. Most of the ar­ 
rested pleaded guilty to disturb­ 
ing the peace and were fined 
$1 0. 
City Manager B. Cowles Mal­ 
lory ordered the remaining four 
performances, 
two 
Sunday 
and two today, canceled "in the 
interest of public safety." 
The crowd was the largest in 
the festival’s history.

HUMBOLDT, Tenn. (UPI)- 
For novelist Jesse Hill Ford, 
found innocent of murder in the 
death of a young black soldier 
last fall at the Ford Estate, his 
"tough,” five-day trial showed 
that although the citizens of 
Humboldt will "be hard on you. 
when the chips are down they'll 
do the right thing.” 


Ford, whose trial ended Sat­ 
urday night, said he immedi­ 
ately would resume work on a 
n o v e l which had been in 
progress when the shooting oc- 
e u r r e j and on two movie 
scripts. 


"This trial has affected my 
work and my l i f e , but what 
shouldn’t be forgotten is that 
this is a human situation,” 
Ford said. "It is a tragedy that 
I will never forget. Now I have 
to go back to work.” 


Ford, 42, author of the 1965 
best seller "The Liberation of 
Lord Byron J o n e s , ” was 
charged in the death of Army 
Pvt. George Henry Doaks Jr., 
21, the son of a black minister 
from nearby Trenton. 
Doaks was shot in the head 
near 10 p.m. Nov. 16 as he sat 
in his car parked in the drive­ 
way leading to Ford's rural es­ 
tate just north of here. Ford 
claimed he did not intend to kill 
Doaks. 
Ford, whose writings have 
dealt with racial strife, said 
that he had no intention of mov­ 
ing away from Humboldt de­ 
spite the apparent unpopularity 
of the verdict among the black 
community. 
At the end of the trial that 
affected both the white and 
black community, the elder 
Doaks said he was "dissatisfied 
< because) my boy was killed in 
cold-blooded murder." 
"He d i d n ’ t have a gun,” 
Doaks said. "He didn't even 
have a pocket knife." 
Robert 
Johnson, 
a 
young 
black, said the black commu­ 
nity would not accept the jury’s 
decision. 
"Anybody 
can 
go 
around 
Humboldt shooting people and 
get away with i t , ’ ’ he said. 
"Most blacks feel the way I do. 
And this verdict won’t be ac­ 
cepted. “ If a black did this, 
they wouldn’t wait three days 
before they hang him,” he said. 
Ford's wife said the week 
was “ Just like one of Jesse's 
books.”

WHEN BURNS are small or 
oddly shaped, the Rule of Nines 
is not alway s easy to use. The 
area of one surface of the hand 
of the burned individual ais ap­ 
prox imately one per cent of the 
total surface. This index may 
be used in these circumstances. 
Estimating the ex tent of a 
burn in y oungsters under 16 is 
much more difficult and varies 
with the age of the y oung vic­ 
tim. At the burn center of the 


Brook e Army Medical Center, 
for ex ample, a chart or dia­ 
gram is used. The size of the 
hand (one per cent) also is used. 


DEPTH OF THE burn also is 
important. For ex ample, in a 
first-degree burn, the sk in is 
reddened and blanches on pres­ 
sure. The slight pain and swell­ 
ing that enses is comparable to 
a moderate sunburn. Second- 
degree burns are deeper, very 
painful and sensitive with blis­ 
ters and considerable swelling. 
A third-degree burn involves 
the full thick ness of the sk in. 
Sk in grafting is necessary in 
severe burns because the sk in 
does not regrow.

The problem is money. More 
precisely, the lack of it. The pro 
players have grumbled that the 
All-England Tennis Champion­

opened to them in 1968.

much the extent of it, however, 
because of one advantage Wim­ 
bledon has over all the other 
tournaments — it is the near 
unanimous choice of players 
and ticket-buying fans alike, as 
the world’s p.emier tennis tour­ 
nament. 
To be the best, you have to 
beat the best and the top play­ 
ers all come to Wimbledon to 
prove it. 
Things may have changed

(WCT1 
group of professionals organ­ 
ized by Texas millionaire La­ 
mar Hunt was announced.

Agnew Says U.S. Will Not 
"Draw Down7 Forces In Vietnam 


Three GIs Killed And 
36 Others Are Wounded

SINGAPORE (UPI) - 
Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew said 
today the United States will not 
‘ draw down' forces in South 
Vietnam to the point where at 
attack by North Vietnam could 
be militarily successful. 
But A g n e w said the Nixon 
administration was in a “ very 
vulnerable situation" with re­ 
spect to American public opin­ 
ion because an attack by the 
North 
Vietnamese—regardless 
of the casualties suffered by the 
Communists —would be char­ 
acterized as a failure of the 
Vietnamization program. 
Agnew also assured Asian al­ 
lies that the United States plans 
to remain a “ Pacific power. 
He said they may have been 
alarmed by “ isolationist" state­ 
ments of some congressional 
leaders. 
“ There are fears that arise 
from our Asian friends that we 
are. in fact, leaving the Pacific 
in a rather subtle way and per­ 
haps that we are not r e a l l y 
interested 
in 
maintaing 
an 
American presence, 
he said. 
“ One of my purposes is to as­ 
sure the representatives of the 
countries that I visit that the 
United States will remain a Pa- 


\t a news conference, Agnew 
said hi* would not speculate on 
the possibility of an attack by 
North Vietnam but added that

consider it likely and to be ex 
pected that the North Vietnam­ 
ese might launch a high risk, 
high casualty pinpoint attack 
when the American forces are 
sufficiently diminished. 
“ The point is that it won’t be 
successful in our judgment be­ 
cause we re not going to draw 
down to tin1 point where it could 
be successful," Agnew said.

Hart Dies 


WASHINGTON (UPI -Adm. 
Thomas C. Hart, whose actions 
may have averted the loss of 
the U.S. Asiatic Fleet when 
Pearl 
Harbor was attacked, 
will be buried with full military 
honors at Arlington National 
Cemetery Thursday. 
Hart, who also served a two- 
year interim term as an inde- 
p e n d e n t U.S. senator from 
Connecticut, died Sunday at his 
retirement home in 
Sharon, 
Conn. The four-star admiral 
was 94. 
Funeral 
services 
will 
be 
Wednesday in Sharon. 
Hart was commander in chief 
( f the aging Asiatic Fleet at the 
outbreak of World War II. 
“ 
A l l my ships were old 
enough to vote,” he recalled 
later. 


IN MANILA 
On Dec. 7, 1941, Hart was 
«fationed in Manila. Working 
only from sketchy radio reports 
of the Pearl Harbor disaster, he 
ordered Navy ships in the Phil­ 
ippines, as well as 49 merchant 
vessels 
anchored 
in 
Manila 
Bay, to put to sea to avert a 
similar air attack. The move 
may have saved as much as 
200.000 tons of shipping for the 
allied cause. 
Born in Davidson, Mwch., 
June 12. 1877, Hart graduated 
from the U. S. Naval Academy 
in 1 8 9 7. His first duty was 
aboard a yacht in the Spanish 
American War (“ The last gen­ 
tlemen’s 
war 
ever 
fought” ) 
where he relayed messages to 
Gen. Theodore Roosevelt. 
After three years duty aboard 
the USS Hartford,' a square- 
rigged sailing ship, and mar­ 
riage to Caroline Brownson, 
daughter of a Navy admiral, 
Hart took command of U.S. 
submarines in Ireland and the 
Azores at the start of World 
War I. 


Recruits Claim 


Training Abuse 


PARRIS ISLAND. S.C. (UPI) 
—Thirty-nine recruits. Marines 
for less than a week, were hos­ 
pitalized at this training center 
today 
after 
allegedly 
being 
forced to do push-ups and other 
exercises for three to six times 
longer than regulations permit. 
The 
recruits are 
suffering 
from renal tract (kidney) illness 
said to be caused by the heavy 
exercise. They were reported in 
good condition. 
Capt. M. R. Arnold, public 
affairs officer, said three drill 
in«fructors have been trans­ 
ferred to nonrecruit training 
duties pending an investigation 
into the incident. Names of the 
instructors were not released. 
The 
investigation 
will 
at­ 
tempt to determine if there was 
any violation of recruit training 
procedures, many of them for­ 
mulated 
after Sgt. 
Matthew 
McKeon marched a training 
platoon into a swamp here in 
1956. Six privates drowned dur­ 
ing that march. 
Arnold said the investigation 
will center on the length of time 
the recruits were forced to ex­ 
ercise. 


The recruits said the sessions 
lasted from 15-30 minutes each 
and there were five or six of 
them during a 36-hour period 
before the men were admitted 
to the hospital Saturday. 


Under Marine regulations, ex­ 
ercise period? for recruits in 
the first two weeks of training 
are limited to five minutes per 
hour with a 30 s e c o n d rest 
break midway through the peri­ 
od. 


“ The estimate of the recruits 
varies." Arnold said. “ Some 
claim they had to do push-ups 
and the others exercises for 
about 15 minutes while others 
say as high as 30 minutes—we 
are now trying to find out how 
long they did do them.” 
Arnold s t r e s s e d that the 
transfer of the instructors was 
not a disciDlinarv action. 
"If the investigation show’s 
that disciplinary action is war­ 
ranted. then of course it will be 
made." he explained. 
\rnold said drill instructors- 
are required to follow a careful­ 
ly designed course of physical 
training for the recruits.

Peace Party Parley 
Sets 72 Vote Goals 


ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. UPT 
—Delegates to a peace party 
convention, optimistic at effort« 
to be on ballots in all 50 states 
by 1972, adopted a platform 
Sunday that called for social­ 
ized medicine and unilateral 
nuclear disarmament by the 
United States. 
The platform was adopted af­ 
ter two days of meetings held 
by 250 delegates from peace 
parties in 25 states.

The flag b e a r e r , John R. 
S m i t h , 27, of New Haven, 
Conn., was a r r e s t e d and 
charged with desecration of the 
flag and resisting officers. 
Police Capt. Frances Frye 
said one reason he ordered the 
arrest was for fear passersby 
might start, a fight if they saw’ 
the flag upside down. The flag 
was returned to a marshal and 
Was paraded right side up. 
Some ol the marchers said 
they would remain in Kansas 
City through 
Tuesday, even 
though the march was the last 
event in a weekend of antiwar 
demonstrations. They said they 
wanted to hold a small demon- 
stration against President Nix­ 
on. who was to arrixe in toxvn 
Tuesday for a briefing of Mid­ 
west editors and broadcasters. 
Earlier Sunday, the demon­ 
strators staged mock attacks on 
picnickers in city parks. Clad in 
fatigues and wielding toy weap­ 
on«, 
the 
veterans 
playfully 
swooped down on the unsus­ 
pecting bystanders.

Between the wars, he taught 
at the U.S. Naval Academy and 
started a department of eco­ 
nomics.

Hart sat on the republi­ 
can side of the aisle, cast his 
first vote with the Democrats, 
and called himself an independ­ 
ent. He refused to run for a 
second term. 
He r e t i r e d to Sharon but 
worked actively with conserva­ 
tionists to help reforest the 
Berkshire Mountains. 
He is survived by his wife, 
Caroline: a son, Roswell, of 
Sharon; and three daughters, 
Mrs. Dana Bergh. Rochester, 
N. Y.; Mrs. Isabella Baldwin, 
Taconic.

Soviet Eye Surgeon 
AGNEW 
Restores Man's Sight 


MOSCOW ' I PI) —A Soviet 
eye surgeon restored the sight 
of u man whose eyes were 
burned by chemicals by fabri­ 
cating a new right eye for him 
from the rear half of his left 
eve, the Tass news agency said 
today. 
Tass said Moscow surgeon 
Mikhail Krasnov performed the 
delicate and complicated opera­ 
tion with the aid of computers 
and special machines for mak­ 
ing minute stitches in eye tis­ 
sue. 
The patient was an unidenti­ 
fied man who, three years ago, 
lost sight in both eyes because 
of chemical burns which de­ 
stroyed the front chambers of 
both eyes. Corneal transplants 
were ruled out because the cor­ 
roded tissue would not accept 
the new cornea. 
Krasnov. Tass aid, then de­ 
cided to use the undamaged 
rear chamber of the left eye to 
graft onto the rear chamber of 
the right eye. 
An artificial lens was insert­ 
ed in the tissue before it was 
grafted on to the right eye, and 
the stitches were allowed to 
heal. There was no pupil in the 
new eye. however, and two 
months after the first operation 
Krasnov cut a small hole in the 
grafted tissue to make a pupil. 
“ It took only two minutes to 
cut a window in the transplant­ 
ed tissue and the world of color 
and light returned to the man,” 
Tass said. 
The report said the surgery 


was so delicate that needles 
were the size of an eyelash and 
thread was nearly invisible. 
“ The cuts must be made so 
delicately that even the most 
skillful 
surgeons 
cannot do 
them, and automatic devices 
are used,” Tass said. 
“ The surgeon is assisted by 
an electronic computer,” the 
report added.

“ I don’t see how a free sys­ 
tem can function without ade­ 
quate access of people who are 
not in favor of what govern­ 
ment is doing to get their opin­ 
ions be f or e the rest of the 
people.” 
Cleveland industrialist Cyrus 
S. Eaton says North Vietnam 
has had “ patriotic, reliable and 
resourceful spies, providing ad­ 
vance notice of American mili­ 
tary moves in Indochina. 
As a result, Eaton said in an 
exclusive telephone interview 
from his Nova Scotia farm with 
the Loraine Ohio Journal this 
weekend, tin* seeret.s revealed 
in the Pentagon papers were no 
surprise to the Nrth Vietnam­ 
ese. 
Eaton. 87, who has been in 
frequent 
contact with world 
Communist leaders, said North 
Vietnamese officials told him 
about the information in the 
Pentagon Papers covering the 
Truman, Eisenhower, Kennedy 
and Johnson years well before 
the American people were told 
about it. 
• Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, mil-, 
itarv adviser to 
Presidents 
Kennedy and Johnson, says the 
indecision of the LBJ admioi>- 
.tration encouraged the Viet 
Cong and Nrth Vietnamese to 
¡continue fighting despite unac­ 
ceptable losses. 
Taylor said Sunday he always 
considered V ietnam 
a war of 
the spirit, not of the flesh and 
materials.” The U.S. goal, he 
said, was to influence decisions 
in Hanoi. 
“ Fluctuations in our behav­ 
iour, up and down, decreasing 
the bombing, changing the pat­ 
terns of that, suggested indeci­ 
sion and tended to encourage 
the enemy,” he said. • 


BUENOS AIRES (UPIt-The 
longest airline piracy in history 
ended q u i e t l y Sunday with 
hijacker, Robert Lee Jackson of 
Alcoa, Tenn., flashing a peace 
sign as he stepped from the 
Braniff Boeing 707 that he had 
forced to fly 7,500 miles from 
Texas to Argentina. 
Jackson's surrender to feder­ 
al police surrounding the plane 
at Ezeiza International Airport 
came after a tense, 20-hour con­ 
frontation during which Argen­ 
tine o f f i c i a l s stalled his 
demands to be flown to Algeria. 
The $100,000 ransom, extracted 
for the release of 100 passen­ 
gers in Monterey, Mexico, was 
recovered. 
The United States has asked 
for extradition but the Argen­ 
tine government has not public­ 
ly replied and has filed its own 
charges of air piracy, depriva­ 
tion of liberty and threatening 
life against the bearded U.S. 
Navy veteran and his Guatema­ 
lan girl friend, Ligia Lucrecia 
Sanchez. 
Mexico also announced it 
would seek extradition of the 
two, since they forced the plane 
to make an unscheduled stop at 
Monterrey Friday where they 
released the 100 passengers in 
exchange for $100,000 ransom 
from Braniff and continued on 
with just the six crew members 
aboard. 
The two seized the plane at 
pistol point over San Antonio, 
Tex., Friday on a flight from 
Acapulco to New York and di­ 
verted it to Monterrey for re­ 
fueling and then to Lima, Peru, 
where a volunteer crew • was 
allowed to relieve the original 
crew. From Lima, they flew to 
Rio de Janeiro and then to Bue­ 
nos Aires. 
Argentine President Alejan­ 
dro Lanusse refused to allow 
the plane to depart for Algeria 
and John J. Wachter, legal ad­ 
viser to the U.S. embassy, 
boarded the plane and talked 
Jackson 
into 
surrendering. 
Jackson had allowed the crew 
members to leave earlier and 
Miss Sanchez also had gotten 
off the plane. 
Stewardesses and crew mem­ 
bers said Jackson’s manner 
was 
alternately 
kind 
and 
threatening during the 44-hour 
ordeal. They said he talked fre­ 
quently about his three chil­ 
dren, who are in custody of his 
ex-wife in Tennessee. At one 
point he demanded that the 
children be flown to Buenos 
Aires, and once he threatened 
to blow up the plane. 
“ He told me he would buy me 
an Arabian horse when this was 
all over," stewardess Margaret 
Harris, a member of the origi­ 
nal crew, told a news confer­ 
ence m Dallas. She said he also 
told her: “ I hate the United 
States and policemen."

The President’s only official 
ahpointment today, after re­ 
turning to Washington, was to 
witness ceremonies certifying 
the 26th amendment to the Con­ 
stitution. 
The 
amendment, 
which lowered the voting age to 
18 in all elections, actually 
joined the Consitution last week 
when Ohio b e c a me the 38th 
state to ratify it. 
Today’s ceremony was only a 
formality in which the General 
Services Administration, which 
handled the mechanics of the 
ratification, was to declare that 
it had been completed accord­ 
ing to the process required by 
the Constitution. 
Tuesday the president meets 
with representatives of the ma­ 
jor steel companies and the 
steelworkers union in what is 
expected to be a “jawboning” 
session on the evils of inflation­ 
ary wage and price increases. 
The steelworkers contract ex­ 
pires this summer. 
Later Tuesday the President 
will fly to Kansas City, Mo., to 
brief news media executives on 
his domestic policies. He will 
then continue on to the Western 
White House at San Clemente, 
Calif., for a 12-day hiatus.

Suez Canal 
Emerges As 
Key Factor 


By U. P. INTERNATIONAL 
The Soviet Union and Egypt 
say they are firm in their deter- 


mination to insist that any 
agreement to reopen the Suez 
Canal must be part of an over­ 
all Middle East settlement. 
The two nations said in a 
communique Sunday 
at the 
completion of a visit to Moscow 
by Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Mahmoud Riad that the settle­ 
ment must include Israeli with­ 
drawal from occupied Arab 
territories. 


The Soviet news agency Tass 
said that in the communique‘It 
was noted that the problem of 
opening the Suez Canal for in­ 
ternational shipping cannot be 
solved in isolation from other 
problems of the settlement and 
should be in context with an 
agreement of the withdrawal of 
all Israeli troops to the lines 
held before June 5, 1967, with 
the establishment of fixed dead- 


lines for this withdrawal.” 
The canal has been closed 
since the 1967 Middle East war 
and has been the center of a 
new U.S. peace initiative that 
proposes reopening the water­ 
way as a first step in a final 
Middle East settlement 


There was skepticism both in 
Israel and Egypt Sunday about 
the new initiative, scheduled to 


be climaxed in Mid-July, with a 
Middle East lour by Josep J. 
Sisco, assistant secretary of 
state for near eastern affairs. 
An Egyptian political source 
in Cairo said ‘‘We are interest­ 
ed in hearing what Washington 
has to say, but I s r a e l must 
make the next concessions. We 
have gone as far as we can 
toward a peaceful solution.” 
In a radio interview broad­ 


cast in Jerusalem, Israel’s am­ 
bassador to W a s h i n g t o n 
Yitzhak Rabin predicted the 
United States will step up the 
pressure on Israel to give up all 
or most of the Arab territory it 
occupied in the 1967 war. 


There were persistent reports 
late last month that the United 
States had suggested a compro­ 
mise.

Let Single Agency 
Operate Bus System 


Marin Transit Systems Inc., 
a private bus company with 
headquarters 
in 
Marin 
City, 
has been operating the Tiburon 
feeder bus s e r v i c e for 16 
months and the Novato-Kent- 
.field central Marin bus service 
for the past seven months. 
When the bus service first 
started as a pilot program, it 
won wide support from both 
county o f f i c i a l s and civic 
groups for at least two good 
reasons: 
1. Intra-countv bus service 
was sorely needed in Marin. 
2. Here was a chance to en- 
cour n - initiative by a predom­ 
i n a n t 
black-operated 
enter­ 
prise. 
WHILE THE BUS operations 
were never expected to come 
anywhere near self-sufficiency, 
the amount of deficit was high­ 
er than anticipated. Over the 16 
months, there has been no sig­ 
nificant 
improvement 
in the 
revenue-cost 
ratio. 
Revenues 
from 
passenger 
fares 
have 
been able to cover only 10 to 15 
per cent of cost, which means 
that 85 to 90 per cent of the 
total cost is being subsidized by 
public funds. 
Limited, short runs such as 
those operated by MTS are 
usually the biggest money los­ 
ers. However, the 85 to 90 per 
cent subsidy is still too high, 
when compared with 38 per 
cent subsidy for the Alameda- 
Contra Costa Transit, or the 45 
per cent and 47 per cent subsi­ 
dies for San Francisco munici­ 
pal 
buses 
and 
Sacramento 
buses, respectively. 
THE TIME HAS come for a 
decision on the future role of 
MTS in the county’s Optimum 
Hus System which Golden Gate 
Bridge District will begin oper­ 
ating in December. 
However much we would like 
to see the minority-operated in-

tra-county bus service incorpo­ 
rated 
into 
the 
countywide 
Optimum Bus System, we must 
weigh that against the draw ­ 
b a c k s of such 
incorporation. 
Those drawbacks are outlined 
in an analysis by the Marin 
Council for Civic Affairs: 
The countywide bus system 
should be publicly owned and 
operated. To contract any por­ 
tion of that system to a private 
operator would complicate ad­ 
ministration, make it more dif­ 
ficult to pin responsibility, and 
create friction between the pub­ 
lic agency and the private con­ 
tractée. 


THE AIM OF the Optimum 
Bus System should be to reduce 
the number of transfers. To 
have a private bus firm con­ 
tracting for portions of the in­ 
tra-county service would tend 
to i n c r e a s e the number of 
transfers and create artificial 
barriers. 
Once the Golden Gate Bridge 
District begins operating bus 
service 
countywide, 
it 
must 
have flexibility in changing its 
runs and molding its schedules 
to fit customer needs. The pres­ 
ence of a private bus firm with 
jurisdiction over a portion of 
the bus service would reduce 
that flexibility. 


WE BELIEVE THAT a sin­ 
gle-agency 
operation 
by 
the 
Golden Gate Bridge District, 
unhampered by a patchwork of 
smaller bus runs contracted out 
to private firms, would be in 
the best long-range interests of 
the people of Marin. 
We a g r e e with the Marin 
.Council for Civic Affairs’ con­ 
clusion that any attempt to ac­ 
commodate a private transit 
company within the countywide 
Optimum Bus System would be 
administratively and economi­ 
cal! v unwise.

position was contrary to one taken later 
by the Marin County Board of Supervi­ 
sors, which appointed him and the other 
four representatives from Marin. 
But the supervisors hardly can object 
since they failed to appoint representa­ 
tives reflecting their views. 
Each of the eight member counties has 
three to five representatives on the coun­ 
cil. all appointed by the supervisors. Of 
these, at least two are supposed to be 
incumbent supervisors, but Marin has 
none. 
A MINORITY OF directors of the Ma­ 
rin Municipal Water District have been 
making noises about whether the county 
should remain in the council. For 1970-71, 
the county paid $600 in dues, the munici­ 
pal water district paid $3,600 and the 
North Marin County Water District paid 
$1.800. That came out of your taxes and 
rates. 
The issue will come up soon at a joint 
meeting between the supervisors and the 
water district directors. It may be time 
to put the $6.000 to better use. 
MARIN HAS ONLY one state senator, 
although the state issues two sets of 
senatorial “S-4” license plates in the 
county. Sen. Peter H. Behr, R-San Ra­ 
fael. gets one set. and his predecessor. 
John F. McCarthy of Belvedere, gets the 
other. Only McCarthy’s has a little “r ” to 
note he is retired. 
Legislators love the special plates. Not 
only a unique status symbol, they guar­ 
antee legislators immunity from the Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol — if they cared to 
speed. 
(Marin 
legislators 
commonly 
make it from San Rafael to Sacramento 
in an hour or less.) 
BEFORE 
McCa r t h y 
retired 
last 
year, legislators had to give up their 
plates when they left office. He got the 
idea, however, for the special retired 
plates and got a resolution passed last 
year urging the Department of Motor 
Vehicles to issue the new plates. The 
department, always with a fine nose for 
its political health, quickly agreed.

Warden Explains 
Chaplain's Retiring 


On Friday , June 25, 1971, an article 
appeared 
in 
the 
Independent-Journal 
which implied that I had forced one our 
Protestant chaplains into an early retire­ 
ment. At no time did the reporter doing 
the article check with me to ascertain 
whether or not this was true. Since there 
was an implication that I was attempting 
to personally direct the religious pro­ 
gram at San Quentin, I offer the follour- 
ing to set the record straight: 
When I came to San Quentin in 1967, I 
inquired of all staff members who were 
not first-line employees and who were 50 
years of age or older, what their retire­ 
ment plans were. At that time Mr. Eshel- 
man informed me that he planned to 
retire on July 1, 1971, at the age of 55. 
This was his idea, not mine, and long 
before there was any discussion as to the 
direction taken by the religious program. 


It is true we differed in our philoso­ 
phies. Many members of my staff differ 
with me re. capital punishment, includ­ 
ing my immediate assistant. J. W. L. 
Park. I believe a diversity of beliefs to be 
a necessary one. Because of Chaplain 
Eshelm an’s use of the paid lecture plat­ 
form to expound his strong view against 
executions, I did suggest to him that 
possibly a transfer to another institution, 
where he would not be subject to being a 
paid participant in these functions, would 
be in order. He asked to remain at San 
Quentin, and he did. 


While Chaplain Eshelman and I have 
differed on the fundamentals of the reli­ 
gious program, I am sure we shared one 
common goal - that of attempting to dc 
the most for the inmates confined at San 
Quentin.

WASHINGTON — There is a road to 
peace in South Vietnam which has not 
yet been tried. 
It is within the grasp of the Saigon 
government to take an action which could 
end the war and help ensure South Viet­ 
nam ’s survival as a free nation. 
Here is the basis for the action whose 
time has now come: 
President Nixon states that the overrid­ 
ing purpose of the Lhiited States is to 
enable the people of South Vietnam to 
“choose the kind of government they 
want.” 
President Thieu has formally offered to 
the National Liberation Front — as a 
basis for a negotiated peace — the oppor­ 
tunity to participate fully and freely in 
the South Vietnamese elections. 
This proposal has been discussed with 
and approved by the United States, Cam­ 
bodian and Laotian governments. It is 
based on a mutual cease-fire. 
BIT WHY WAIT for a negotiated set­ 
tlement — for which Hanoi is showing no 
interest whatsoever — before taking the 
one step w h i c h could do so much to 
strengthen South Vietnam for whatever 
trials lie ahead and bring peace nearer? 
Why not do it now — with all the 
benefits which would accrue from not 
waiting? 
The action, which would have so much 
potential and so little risk, is this: 
For the Saigon government to turn the 
1971 national elections into a working 
model of the political proposal President 
Thieu has already made to the National 
Liberation Front. 
This would be a unilateral undertaking 
by the president and National Assembly 
of South Vietnam — wholly independent 
of the Paris negotiations — to do the 
following: 
AGREE ON AN international organiza­ 
tion to supervise the voting and guaran­ 
tee its fairness to all candidates. 


BY NO MEANS NEUTRAL 


Make all offices to be elected this fall 
— president, vice president, National As­ 
sembly and village councils - - open to 
NLF candidates willing to abide by the 
results and by constitutional processes. 
Provide that NLF representatives may 
serve on the electoral commission setting 
up the machinery for the elections. 
These steps have been advanced by 
President Thieu to the Paris talks. 
In the past it has been easy for both 
Hanoi and the NLF to reject these pro- 
p o s a 1 s on the ground that they were 
attached to other conditions. 
BUT WOULDN’T it be practical and 
desirable to offer the NLF — voluntarily,, 
unilaterally, without any strings attached 
— an opportunity to take full part in the 
elections at every level this year? 
There is no reason to doubt that the 
governments of the United States, Cam­ 
bodia and Laos, which supported the 
offer when it was first made in Paris, 
would firmly endorse it in its new form. 
It would demonstrate the confidence of 
the Thieu-Ky government in the elective 
process. 
It w’ould increase the faith of the South 
Vietnamese voters in the elections. 
It would enhance the prestige of the 
government of South Vietnam in nearlv 
every capital of the world. 
IF THE NLF decided to participate in 
free elections, it would make a cease-fire 
a near certainty. 
If the NLF rejected the offer, it would 
reveal to the South Vietnamese that the 
Viet Cong and Hanoi will accept nothing 
but military- conquest. 
It would strengthen public support in 
the United States for future economic and 
arms assistance to enable South Vietnam 
to defend itself as necessary. 
Such an offer to the NLF cannot guar­ 
antee a peaceful Vietnam but it would 
make it harder for the Viet Cong to keep 
up the war. 


Don't Bury Our Identity 


Under Concrete, Steel

WASHINGTON — Two hundred years 
ago this w-eek, there was no national 
holiday. There was no nation, not quite, 
although there was enough national feel­ 
ing already to make the king and his red- 
coated surrogates nervous. 
There had been no Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence to make July 4 significant, but 
in Boston there had been an explosion of 
gunfire the year before when a British 
soldier was taunted by some roughnecks 
among the citizenry. The anniversary of 
that Bloody Massacre, March 5, was 
celebrated by the Sons of Liberty, and 
Paul Revere placed relics of the outburst 
in his shop window to rile-up his feliow- 
Bostonians each spring. 
SO UNTIL JULY 1 came along, March 
5 was made to do. But it came along fast, 
provoked by incidents like the Massacre 
and policies like the Stamp Act — no one 
of them seeming in retrospect enough to 
set brother against brother and colony 
against motherland, but together combin­ 
ing with an aggressive self-assertion that 
makes us think now- how revolution was 
inevitable. 
That about the past is arguable. But to 
look ahead, there is no argument that 
July 4, 1976, is rushing upon us, and it is 
the only such round-figured anniversary 
of our national birth most of are likely to 
see. We will be foolish to celebrate it in 
just a s u p e r - o r g y of fireworks and 
speeches, and then bury its memory- in a 
mountain of nonbiodegradable plastic 
Uncle Sam hats and other discarded sou­ 
venirs. 
THERE ARE VAST good intentions 
about it. Mr. Nixon is on to the right 
spirit when he talks about looking for­ 
ward instead of back. Of course that is 
the obvious theme of any high-school 
bicentennial 
speechmaker. 
In 
detail, 
many recommendations to him concen­ 
trated on urban improvement, specifical­ 
ly the radical reclamation of Washington 
as an example for other cities across the 
continent. And city building is the most 
urgent, thus appropriate, way to transfer 
self-congratulatory 
speechmaking 
into 
concrete form. But what form of con­ 
crete, what kind of example? 
For the 181 years since Pierre L'Enfant 
was commissioned to design this capital 
city, his basic blueprint and the supple­ 
mentary laws that keep its public build­ 
ing and m o n u m e n t s from being 
overwhelmed by the caprice of private 
enterprise have been more or less pre­ 
served. Despite an epidemic of glass-box 
construction in one direction, an eruption 
of semi-skyscrapers across the river, the

fires that swept the inner city during the 
1968 riots, and the neglect "by slum lan­ 
dlords in great crescents of the city, the 
essence of monumental Washington re­ 
mains. 
HOWEVER, THINGS already afoot 
menace that beauty. No sooner is one 
t h r e a t to the Mall beaten back than 
ground is broken for a sculpture museum 
on its other flank. In Georgetown and on 
Capitol Hill, the university and the Con­ 
gress are ready to tear down more blocks 
of meticulously-kept old homes for fur­ 
ther expansion. There is unremitting 
pressure from real-estate interests for 
removal 
of the 
building-height 
limit 
which for all these years has balanced 
public and private Washington in some 
perspective. If those interests had their 
way, all of dowmtown would become 
shiny, noise-reflecting towers, and we 
would wonder where Washington ever 
went. 
This is not a parochial complaint, for 
the same pressures are exerted in all our 
cities. They have turned Manhatten into 
a nightmare, marred the peninsular sky­ 
line of San Francisco and made most 
public-housing projects across the coun­ 
try into such impersonal, mass-produced 
hutches that it is no wonder their tenants 
have little pride in keeping them habita­ 
ble. 
DESIGNERS HAVE DONE their best 
to wipe out any lingering sense of who 
and where we Americans are. There is 
precious little feeling of neighborhood left 
in our cities, unless you count a ghetto. 
Sure, the rich can afford to preserve 
their old homes and commission new 
ones with some feeling for tradition. But 
most of us in the urban millions feel 
more and more condemned to an environ­ 
ment as individual and reassuring as a 
stainless maze. 
What the President and the planners 
can do, then, as this bicentennial observ­ 
ance begins, is to remember what it is 
we are observing. Even municipal-zoning 
commissions, beyond the official bicen­ 
tennial bodies, have the opportunity now' 
to help mold surroundings that recogniza­ 
bly stand for something American be­ 
sides 
money. Wherever possible, we 
should commence to renovate instead of 
demolish, and to build some of our past 
into what has to be made anew. 
We will have left our children an identi­ 
ty that means something if Sam Adams, 
Paul Revere or some other Sons of Liber­ 
ty drift overhead in future decades and 
see this America as a place they once 
were part of, instead of a rackety, fad­ 
dish jumble they cannot recognize.

M ove To Dismantle 


Food and Drug Agency

WASHINGTON (VPD —A few 
Democratic senators are begin­ 
ning to seriously consider dis­ 
mantling the Food and Drug 
Administration, and some FDA 
officials consider it a pretty 
good idea. 
Sen. Frank E. Moss. I)-Utah, 
chairman of the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee’s consumer 
subcommittee, has voiced the 
notion twice in recent speeches. 
Sen. Warren G 
Magnuson, 
DWash., Commerce Committee 
chairman, mentioned it private­ 
ly 
to 
FDA 
commissioner 
Charles (’. Edwards this month. 
Moss and Magnuson are not 
out to eliminate the FDA s 
functions, or to punish Ed­ 
wards. Rather, they consider 
the old agency unable to catch 
up with the consumer move­ 
ment because of budgetary, bu- 
r e a u c r a t i c and political 
shortcomings. 
MOREOVER, 
THE 
two 
Democrats see an opportunity 
to expand the Consumer Prod­ 
uct Safety Agency that they 
have already proposed into a 
super department incorporating 
the functions of the FDA, the 
Agriculture Department’s meat 
inspection programs and the 
flammable fabrics controls now 
vested in the Commerce De­ 
partment. 
To Magnuson and Moss, the 
lure is partly the prospect of a 
spot in history for founding a 
huge 
government 
consumer 
protection agency. With wistful 
references to the Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency, they also 
hope to impart the zest which 
seems peculiar to new govern­ 
ment agencies with a popular 
mission. 


PRIVATELY. SOME FI)A of 
ficials see in this plan their 
long-sought goal of independ­ 
ence. The FDA is now under 
the Department of Health, Edu­ 


cation and Welfare, which often 
takes months to approve new 
FDA policies and regulations. 
There are some indications that 
HEW’s supervisory role is polit­ 
ical as well as administrative. 
Like Magnuson and Moss, the 
FDA officials also see in the 
plan an opportunity to sweep 
out cobwebs, both in procedures 
and personnel. 
THE FDA DATES back to 
1907. when the original Pure 
Food and Drug Act went into 
effect. During the past 10 years. 
Congress has loaded the agency 
with new chores including regu­ 
lation ol toy safety and child­ 
proof tops for h a I a r d o u s 
household products. 
Meantime, the FDA’s tradi 
tional responsibilities for food 
and drug safety have become 
immensely more complex be­ 
cause of rapid technological 
change. 
\ I) I) E I) TO THIS are the 
pressures 
of 
the 
consumer 
movement, 
bewildering 
to 
many veteran FDA staffers. 
Congress 
has 
compounded 
these problems by failing to 
provide FDA with enough addi­ 
tional money. 
According to some critics in­ 
cluding Magonuson and Moss, 
the resulting difficulties are too 
big for Edwards or anyone else 
to handle without starting af­ 
resh.

“ I have a feeling for what 
children like in music because I 
have children at hom e," says 
song w riter and concert pianist 
Elaine Lang of Tiburon. 


Her 
songs 
lor 
children’s 
voices treat them es like toler­ 
ance. old age and pollution. A 
program of her songs was per­ 
formed in June by students at 
Tiburon's 
Bel 
Aire 
School, 
where Mrs. Howard Lang has 
been volunteer choral 
music 
teacher this year. They chanted 
“ Pollution" hauntingly, 
“The air is filled with toxic 
impurities 
It seems to be getting worse! 
Teacher, tell us, is there a 
chance that 
We can save our universe?" 


In answ er E la in e sa n g , 
“Children, you can help 
keep our world sa fe 


If 
you 
w i l l 
but 
care 
enough 
We m ust all protect our 
environm ent 
F rom the ones that treat it 
rough!" 
IN 
TH E 
LANG S’ 
living 
room in Tiburon. furnished with 
a c o n c e r t grand piano, Dr. 
Lang's vibraharp and their son. 
9-year-old David's drum s set, 
an audio-engineer friend has 
tape recorded Elaine's 13 songs 
as fam ily m em bers sang or 
played them. 
“ Playing music is a great 
way to be together." says Mrs. 
Lang. “ We grab family tim es 
when we can because my hus­ 
band is busy with his practice." 
Seventeen neighborhood chil­ 
dren joined her and daughter 
Nancy, 11, singing “ Pollution" 
for taping. Two-year-old Julie 
Beth Lang, “ has picked up that 
melody, too.” 


“ I love to write music, play 
it, tape it, teach it; but I hate to 
m arket it," says Elaine, adding 
that 
music 
publishers 
and 
recording 
com panies 
are 
in 
New York and Los Angeles, but 
few are in San Francisco “ ex­ 
cept the rock scene." 
Elaine discovered that music 
publishers and recording com­ 
panies usually won't listen to 
tapes mailed to them because 
of copyright problems. Tapes 
are mailed back unopened or 
thrown away. 
"If they listen to yours and 
later publish a sim ilar song, 
they fear you m ight sue them 
for stealing your idea." says. 
Elaine. So the doctor and his* 
wife took their songs in person 
to Los Angeles music compa- 
n i e s last week “ to get our 
things heard at least." 
COST OF record production 
is very much higher than that 


of printing a book. A super­ 
star's fee is great, according to 
Elaine whose “ This is ‘The I 
Love You’ Song" was telecast 
locally on E aster Sunday, sung 
by Betsy Chapman. In her Iove- 
song to the world, prejudice 
tinged questions are posed and 
sensible retorts m ade. Some of 
its lines are, 
“This is the I love you song 
Whether you 
are right or 
wrong 
Even if you're weak or strong 
This is the I love you song. 
“What's the color of your 
skin? 
(It doesn't really matter.) 
Are you fat or are you thin? 
(Just listen to that chatter!)

There Is 
Unrest In 
Families 


All parents resent their chil­ 
dren, according to Dr. John 
Schimel, associate director of 
the William Alanson White In­ 
stitute of Psychiatry in New 
York. 
“ Parents who deny resent­ 
ment, envy and jealousy are 
nothing short of pretenders who 
som etim es succeed in fooling 
them selves and, for a while, 
their children," he savs. 
IN AN ARTICLE he has w rit­ 
ten for the July issue of P ag­ 
eant 
magazine 
Dr. 
Schimel 
explains that liveliness, 
zest 
and curiousity of children can 
be a source of envy for ha- 
r a s s e d , often bored, over­ 
worked parents. 
"A parent whose powers are 
declining as his children's are 
ascending sees his children as a 
threat to him, and threat m eans 
fear and resentm ent," he says. 
“ Our beloved offspring are 
harbingers of the finish line of 
our existence. We would be less 
than hum an if we didn't resent 
them a little." 
FOR CHILDREN, according 
to the psychiatrist, there is no 
tom orrow other than the repeti­ 
tion of today. 
“ This 
is 
a 
psychological 
truism and one that generally 
defies the im aginative grasp of 
the parent. If today is easy and 
gratifying, the child will see 
tomorrow as easy and gratify­ 
ing. A parent can scarcely fail 
to resent the modern child's 
freedom from care." he says. 
To handle the problem of re ­ 
sentm ent. Dr. Schimel advises, 
recognize it and then take it 
easy. 
"When . you do, you'll deal 
honestly 
with 
yourself, 
and 
you'll also teach your children 
how to deal honestly with their 
own responses and to adjust to 
a real world," he advises.

She taught 10 
piano students a week after her 
college classes. At night and 
weekends 
she 
accom panied 
professional 
entertainers

"It's a lot of fun to m arry 
when you are going through 
college together." says Filaine. 
“ But unless you are willing to 
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work hard, it isn't a good idea 
Luxuries come much later." 


Living m any places across 
the country during his m ilitary 
service and medical training, 
the Langs spent four years in 
San FYancisco while Howard 
studied obstetrics and gynecolo­ 
gy at University of California 
Hospital in San Francisco. Af­ 
ter his first year of practice in 
Anaheim, they moved to Marin- 
wood in 1968. 


RESUMING WRITING music 
Elaine began to write her own 
l y r i c s for the first tim e last 
summ er. Since then she has 
written two dozen songs, some 
for adults. The busy mother 
writes whenever she finds time, 
“ even under the hair dryer at 
the beauty parlor." 
"I am always playing the 
piano, even when I am not at 
the piano. I am hearing music 
all the tim e." she says and 
keeps paper, pencil and a flash 
light at her bedside in case she 
wakes at night with a song in 
mind. 


As the m other of three chil­ 
dren. Elaine has to delay inspi­ 
rations. 


"When crises are going on, 1 
want to take my piano and lock 
myself away. Who has more 
than 10 m inutes at a tim e to 
compose when she is rearing a 
fam ily?" she asks. 


These conflicting dem ands on 
ner time inspired “ Hands of 
Time," w ritten in half-an-hour 
when she was washing dishes. 
It had been one of those days 
when she had not slowed down 
all day. She “ sat back, took 
jtock'' and wrote, 


“Can vou stop this pace of 
life? 
Day runs right into the night. 
I need time 
To think of loveliness. 
“I must slow the hands of 
time. 
I must plan plan what must be 
mine. 
For someday those hands will 
stop 
And I'll have no time!''

Progress Is Slow 
On Moving Rules 


By ARTHUR E. ROWSE 
WASHINGTON — The Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission — called an “ Ommission” 
by Ralph Nader because of how little it does 
for consumers — has just issued another 
proposed rule to help protect people who deal 
with long distance movers. 
The proposal aims at stopping trucking 
firms from deceiving people into believing 
that reserving places in moving vans for 
ordinary service requires an extra payment 
above regular rates. The com- __________ 
mission has found this device 
being used to extract extra fees 
from unsuspecting customers. 
In recent years, the commis­ 
sion has begun to narrow the 
wide gap between customer 
rights and the freedom of truck­ 
ing firms to pursue their own 
interests. But it has made most 
of its changes behind closed 
doors and often with more con­ 
cern for truckers' interests than 
consumer interests. 
ITS MOST recent proposal, 
although well intentioned. typi­ 
fies the quiet way in which the 
commission operates in matters 
of considerable public interest. 
It is estimated that an average 
of 40 million Americans change 
addresses each year.) 
An announcement of the pro­ 
posal was printed in the Feder­ 
al R e g i s t e r (June 17), and 
copies were ordered sent to 
each state governor and public 
utility commission. This is the 
commission’s method of notify­ 
ing what it calls "the general 
public.’’ 
As in the case of some pre­ 
vious matters in this field, no 
press release was issued al­ 
though copies of the notice were 
made available to reporters 
who regularly check into the 
press office or read the Regis­ 
ter. 
The notice requires that any 
person who wants to make a 
statement regarding the matter 
Submit an original and one 
copy to the ICC Secretary on or 
befofe July 21. 
But the Commission is using 
the so-called "modified proce­ 
dure” which discourages the 
holding of public hearings, os­ 
tensibly to speed up the proc­ 
ess. In fact, the notice orders 
“ that no oral h e a r i n g s be 
scheduled for the receiving of 
testimony ... unless a need 
therefore should later appear 


way or another, it has been 
able to avoid any open discus­ 
sion of moving problems de­ 
spite an ICC contention that no 
other segment of the motor car­ 
rier industry has “generated a 
greater volume of service com­ 
plaints.” 
Efforts of committees in both 
the House and Senate to sched­ 
ule public hearings on this sub- 
j e c t h a v e a l l ended 
mysteriously in silence. Among 
c o m m i t t e e s which have 
dropped such plans are the Sen­ 
ate Commerce Committee and 
the House Government Opera­ 
tions Committee. 
AT ABOUT the time some of 
these plans for hearings were 
being dropped tin January, 
1969), the head of the American 
Movers Conference, the leading 
industry group, was quoted in 
McCall’s as saying: 
“ It will be catastrophic to our

industry if hearings are held by 
a Senate committee and the 
consumer complaints aired for 
the benefit of the communica­ 
tions media. It would take us 
years to recover from such a 
stigma.”

"They had no concern for 
jazz, no concern for the festi­ 
val.” 
“ Every kid I spoke to was 
stoned out of his h e a d . ' ' he 
said. 
The youths broke through se­ 
curity fences surrounding the 
festival area where an estimat­ 
ed 20,000 persons were watch­ 
ing singer Dionne 
Warwick 
wind up her act and stormed 
the stage. 
Police with riot sticks and 
tear gas cleared the area. Thir­ 
ty-five persons were arrested 
and 47 injured. Most of the ar­ 
rested pleaded guilty to disturb­ 
ing the peace and were fined 
$10. 
City Manager B. Cowles Mal­ 
lory ordered the remaining four 
performances, 
two 
Sunday 
and two today, canceled “ in the 
interest of public safety." 
The crowd was the largest in 
the festival’s history.

HUMBOLDT. Tenn. (UPI)— 
For novelist Jesse Hill Ford, 
found innocent of murder in the 
death of a young black soldier 
last fall at the Ford Estate, his 
“ tough.” five-day trial showed 
that although the citizens of 
Humboldt will “ be hard on you, 
when the chips are down they’ll 
do the right thing.” 


Ford, whose trial ended Sat­ 
urday night, said he immedi­ 
ately would resume work on a 
n o v e l which had been in 
progress when the shooting oc- 
c u r r e j and on two movie 
scripts. 


“ This trial has affected my 
work and my l i f e , but what 
shouldn’t be forgotten is that 
this is a human situation,” 
Ford said. “ It is a tragedy that 
I will never forget. Now I have 
to go back to work.” 


Ford, 42, author of the 1965 
best seller "The Liberation of 
Lord Byron J o n e s , ’ ’ was 
charged in the death of Army 
Pvt. George Henry Doaks Jr., 
21, the son of a black minister 
from nearby Trenton. 
Doaks was shot in the head 
near 10 p.m. Nov. 16 as he sat 
in his car parked in the drive­ 
way leading to Ford's rural es­ 
tate just north of here. Ford 
claimed he did not intend to kill 
Doaks. 
Ford, whose writings have 
dealt with racial strife, said 
that he had no intention of mov­ 
ing away from Humboldt de­ 
spite the apparent unpopularity 
of the verdict among the black 
community. 
At the end of the trial that 
affected both the white and 
black community, the elder 
Doaks said he was “ dissatisfied 
because) my boy was killed in 
cold-blooded murder." 
“ He d i d n ’ t have a gun,” 
Doaks said. “ He didn't even 
have a pocket knife.” 
Robert 
Johnson, 
a 
young 
black, said the black commu­ 
nity would not accept the jury’s 
decision. 
“ Anybody 
can 
go 
around 
Humboldt shooting people and 
get away with i t , ’ ’ he said. 
"Most blacks feel the way I do. 
And this verdict won’t be ac­ 
cepted. “ If a black did this, 
they wouldn’t wait three days 
before they hang him." he said. 
Ford's wife said the week 
was “ Just like one of Jesse's 
books.” 


“ But it turned out much bet­ 
ter." 
she 
added, 
“ Because 
Jesse doesn't believe in happy 
endings." 


Ford said he had not recog­ 
nized the turning point of the 
trial. 


"It was a difficult trial, a 
tough trial.” he said. “ But I'm 
happy for that. I wanted this to 
be a tough trial. I wanted noth­ 
ing but justice." 
The all-male jury of 11 whites 
and a black deliberated almost 
nine 
hours 
before 
clearing 
Ford.

DEPTH OF THE burn also is 
important. For example, in a 
first-degree burn, the skin is 
reddened and blanches on pres­ 
sure. The slight pain and swell­ 
ing that enses is comparable to 
a moderate sunburn. Second- 
degree burns are deeper, very 
painful and sensitive with blis­ 
ters and considerable swelling. 
A third-degree burn involves 
the full thickness of the skin. 
Skin grafting is necessary in 
severe burns because the skin 
does not regrow.

Pat Matzdorf Is New Hero 
In American Track-Field 


B E R K E L E Y , Calif. (U PD - 
Pat Matzdorf is the new hero of 
American track and field today, 
and well he might be. 
The 21-year-old native of She­ 
boygan, Wis„ who starts his 
senior year at the University of 
Wisconsin in September, leaped 
a world record seven feet. 6 1-4 
inches at the United States- 
I'SSR-World track and field 
meet Saturday, wiping out the 
oldest mark in the books and 
bringing 
congratulations 
not 
only from his own teammates 
but the Russians as well. 
Vladimir Popov, the I SSR 
eoanh, said he had nothing but 
admiration for Matzdorf, who 
later said he was a bit over­ 
whelmed by it all. 
“ I was pleased to see the 
world record broken in the high 
jumpe,” Popov said. “ It took a 
fine athlete to do it and Matz­ 
dorf sure l o o k s like an out­ 
standing man." 
; 
Matzdorf shattered the old 
mark of 7-5 1-4 by a full inch. 
Valeriy Brumel of the Soviet 
Union set the old record eight 
years ago at Moscow. When he 
did it he was in the prime of his 
career but a motorcycle acci­ 
dent took him out of competi­ 
tion. He has tried a comeback 
t w i c e but now has given up 
track and field for good. 
Matzdorf’s performance and 
an American record 13:30.4 in 
the 5,000 meter run by Steve 
Prefontaine. the bright young 
soph from the University of Or­ 
egon , provided the spark the 


United States needed Saturday 
as the Yanks came from behind 
and went on to score a 126-110 
\ ietory over USSR men. 
The victory was a significant 
one in more ways than one. It 
atoned for a 122-114 loss at Len­ 
ingrad last year and gave the 
United States men an 8-2 edge 
since the series with the Soviets 
began in 1958.

not. 


The problem is money. More 
precisely, the lack of it. The pro 
players have grumbled that the 
All-England Tennis Champion­ 
ships offer one of the lowest 
purses on the tennis circuit 
ever 
since 
Wimbledon 
was 
opened to them in 1968. 


Complaining 
was 
pretty 
much the extent of it, however, 
because of one advantage Wim­ 
bledon has over all the other 
tournaments — it is the near 
unanimous choice of players 
and ticket-buying fans alike, as 
the world’s p emier tennis tour­ 
nament. 
To be the best, you have to 
beat the best and the top play­ 
ers all come to Wimbledon to 
prove it. 
Things may have changed 
Saturday when a breakdown in 
negotiations between the Inter­ 
national Lawn Tennis Federa­ 
tion ( I L T F ) and the World 
Championship 
Tennis 
WCT- 
group of professionals organ­ 
ized by Texas millionaire La­ 
mar Hunt was announced. 
The rival bodies agreed to 
part ways, effective Jan. 1.1972 
when they failed to agree on 
questions of money, .sponsor­ 
ship. competition rules and tel­ 
evision contract-. 
If the split holds up. the 32 
WCT pros, including Rod Lav­ 
er. Ken Rose well and John 
Newcombe, 
who successfully 
defended his singles title Satur­ 
day, may not be back at Wim- 
b 1 e d o n or the big three

Australia, or France next year. 
But Newcombe, who will be 
a i m i n g for his third title in 
succession and fourth overall, 
is confident he’ll be back.

There are two ways to start 
operating a winery — either 
take over an old one or build a 
new one from scratch. 
The first requires money and 
someone knowledgeable in wi­ 
nemaking to take charge. The 
second requires all that and a 
little bit more — a close person­ 
al acquaintance with the prob­ 
lems of the industry and some 
daring. 
Tiburon 
Vinters, 
Inc. 
has 
done both. The past month it 
presented its dramatic new 
Windsor Vineyards Winery in 
Sonoma County to the industry 
and the wine drinking public. 
Some visitors may look upon 
it as ostentatious. Certainly it 
bears little outside resemblance 
to the castle-like stone struc­ 
tures usually associated with 
the age-old art of winemaking. 
Conceived by board chairman 
and chief executive officer Rod­ 
ney D. Strong and refined by 
archtiects 
Duncombe-Roland- 
Miller of Santa Rosa, it might 
be taken for a modern commu­ 
nity building, headquarters for 
an insurance company or even 
a church. 
On the other hand, there is no 
reason to condemn it because it 
does not follow traditional wi­ 
nery styling. Obviously a new 
building cannot be made to ap­ 
pear a century old. therefore 
why not design it as an exam­ 
ple of contemporary architec­ 
ture? 
There are other good reasons. 
It was designed from a space- 
saving standpoint, adaptable to 
volume 
production 
which 
someday it will enjoy. Also, its 
centralized wine tasting room 
overlooks virtually the entire 
wine production area, so visi­ 
tors who have little liking for 
touring dimly lit aisles among 
huge vats and between bottling 
and labeling machines can still 
get the general idea of its op­ 
eration without moving more 
than 50 feet from the wine tast­ 
ing bar in any direction. 
All this is good public rela­ 
tions. Tiburon Vinters occupies 
the somewhat unique position of 
being publicly owned and in the 
business of marketing its prod­ 
ucts through mail orders direct 
from the consumers instead of
